Why should oil and the other 
natural resources of this nation be 
used, not to benefit the American 
people, but to make a few men so 
rich and proud that they are furi- 
ous when their daughters marry 
young men without money?

Washington, D. C.—American labor must concentrate on ' 


organizing the more than 13 million unorganized white collar 
workers in the United States, Secretary. of. Labor Maurice J. 


Tobin said in an address before the 218t quadrennial conven- ‘ 


tion of the Retail Clerks International Association, AFL. 


“That’s where labor raust con- 
centrate its energy and_ its 
strength,’ Tobin declared. “These 
workers need organized labor, and 
organized labor needs them.” 

As in the entire white collar 
field, the organizing job among 
retail sales people “has only be- 
gun,” the secretary of labor said. 
However, one answer to the prob- 
lem has been worked out through 
collective bargaining, he stated— 
the union shop. Tobin strongly 
advocated the union shop in retail 
trade establishments and said it 
had proved of service to both man- 
agement and unions. Employers 
like it, he said, because “it does 
away with constant organizing” in 
their stores. Unions like it because 
they don’t have to work “night 
and day” to keep up with the turn- 
over in employees. 

Tobin said the number of white 
collar workers is steadily growing. 
Ten years ago, he noted, there were 
less than 11 million of them, and! 
they made up slightly more than 
24 per cent of all employed work- 
ers in the country. Today there 
are more than 15 million, constitut- 
ing nearly 28 per cent of all em- 
ployed workers. |

Had S10 Million 
Income, Paid 
Almost No Tax 


“While we raise the income tax 
of the man who makes $12 a week, 
there is one obvious tax source we 
haven’t touched,” Senator Hubert 
H. Humphrey (Dem., Minn.) says 
in one of his recent explanations of 
tax-law “loopholes.” 

“One group of individuals and 
corporations would be paying one- 
half a billion dollars more a year 
in taxes, if they were taxed at the 
same rate as everyone else. 

“I refer to the oil companies and 
oil well owners, who escape taxes 
through the ‘depletion allowance’ 
loophole,” and the peculiar theory 
that they are “depleting their cap- 
ital” by taking oil from the ground. 

“President Truman, in his 1950 
tax message to Congress, pointed 
out that one oil operator made $5 
million in a single year, without 
paying a cent of income tax. 

“This same man also used his 
depletion allowance to reduce the 
tax on his $5 million income from 
other sources.” 

On his total $10 million income— 
half from oil and half from “other 
sources” — this multi-millionaire 
paid a total income tax of “less 
than $100,000.” 

That was a tax of less than 1 


cent on each dollar of income.
